THE PRESIDENT’S SEVEN WISE MEN. 


‘What about the rep. bliean senators 
who youve with the administration ?”’ 
“They are soon counted up, There’s 
Stanley Matthews and Christiancy at 
the west, Hoar, Dawes and Burnside at 
the and Oonover and Patterson, 
probably, at the south. Some of these 
are only faintly with the administration, 
rhaps, but I want to give Hayes cred~ 
it for all that he has gained, or rather, 
saved ont of the wreck, for he had al! 
the republican part ot the senate with 
him when he began operations. Stanley 
Matthews belonged tu the president, of 
course, not only by relationship, but 
because Hayes made him a senator. 
The president thought he needed a fac- 
totum in the senate, so he told Gartield 
to step aside and make room for the ad- 
ministration’s brother-in-law, and the 
Qhio legislature obediently did the 
president’s behests. Of course this was 
all right in the case of Hayes; but if 
Grant had tried to dictate to a state leg~ 
islature after thie fashion what a lively 
commotion there would have been. 
Matthews is not a bad fellow, and f feel 
sorry for himsometimes. Not long ago 
the nomination of an Ohio man ior a 
foreign consulship was sent in to our 
committce, and 1 made inquiry about 
the incumbent aod found that Le was in 
every way an acceptable man, and so re 
ported to the,committee. Afterwards 
Stanley Matthews came to me in the 
senate chamber and said: ‘You must 
make room for that man—he’s a good 
man and ought to have the. place.’ 
‘But,’ said 1,*the incumbent is a good 
man, too, and under the civil service 
referm I do not think it right to remove 
him.’ Matthews then said: ‘You must 
do it. The new man is a friend of mine, 
and I prumised him the place in return 
for working for me. I went to the pres 
ident and asked for it for him.’ ‘Well, 
Mr. Matthews,’ I said, ‘I have got to 
give the committee some reason for 
making a change. Shall I tell them 
that the nominee was appointed by the 
president at your request and as are 
wad for political services?’ ‘Why, 
certainly,’ said Mat’ hews; ‘Il have no 
objection whatever.’ As soon as he was 
gone I turned to Senator Hamlin, who 
sat next to me, and asked him what I 
should do and if I should mske 
his request known to the committee. 
Hamlin said, ‘Yes, d——n him, itil 
‘serve him just right if he’s such a fool 
as that.’ O: course, I would not do any- 
thing of the kind, since it would put 
him in a very bad light before 
the senate, but I could not heip 
wondering at what seemed to 
me the marvelous innocence of 
the man. You can judge for yourself 
how far the wit and experience of such 
a@ man goes towards strengthening the 
administration. I think there is noth~ 
ing he has done that has added any 
credit to Hayes,And yet that man went 
through fire and water (politically 
speaking) to make Stanley Matthews 
senator in place of so really able a man 
as Garfield. Well, it shows how good 
a judge of human nature and acquired 
abilities our very amiable atc Ov is, 
for Stanley Matthews is the one spe- 
cially chosen representative of Mr. 
Hayes in the senate of the United 
States—and the specimen is unique. 
“‘Then there’s Christiancy. He was 
elected as a compromise candidate, you 
know, and came to the senate confess - 
edly as an independent. He has never 
been radieal in his convictions, nor 
much of a politician in experience, and 


he readily gravitated towards Mr. 
Hawvao’c talle about .ofvssu aNd CUNCIiia- 


tion. Besides, he has the dispensing of 
patronage in Michigan, and that has a 
tendency to keep him attached to the 
administration. For himself there are 
other favors yet to come. I have heard 
that the president offered him a circuit 
judgeship, which he “leclined, as he 
has a young wife who is not at all dis- 
posed to leave Washington, It is un- 
derstood that he is willing to wait until 
Judge Swayne resigns or dies, and that, 
in either event, the president has 
promised to make him an associate 
justice of the supreme court. This will 
take him out of the senate, but the 
president flatters himself that by that 
tuume he will have no need of republi- 
can votes. Christiancy has vacillated 
at times, but on the whole it is safe to 
count him in with the administration. 
Ile will vote with it on nearly every 
question—appointments and all. 

‘* After a great deal of hesitation‘Sen- 
ato’s Dawes and Hoar appear to have 
Cast in their lots with the administra- 
tion, though the sentiment of their 
state is decidedly against the combina- 
tion. You remember that when the 
state convention of Massachusetts was 
held at Worcester lost fall, Senator 
Iloar refused to preside because it was 
understood that resolutions indorsing 
the administration were to be passed. 
About that time the president made his 
trip t) Boston, and while there he sent 
for Mr. rloar and requested him to pre- 
side as a personal tavor to himself. O/ 
course 1 do not know to a certainty 
what arguments were used, but it was 
rumored that Collector Simmons was 
(o be guillotined, and thai the spoils of 
oliice in the state were to be divided by 
the two senators. Mind, this is only 
rumor, but the coincidences that have 
followed the adhesion of these gentle- 
men to the administration faction have 
been curious and suggestive. Collector 
Simmons has gone, and the two Mas- 
chusetts senators seem te bé consulted 
about ali changes in their state.

“Senator, how was it that Congress- 
man of this district, was the 
only republican representative irom 
this state who refused to sign tue com- 
munication addressed to the president, 
urging that Collector Arthur and Mr.

“T really do not know, butI have 
heard that itis because he thinks it 
would please me, and he has said to 
some of his friends that I slighted him 
I have heard he said we rode in @ rau- 
way ear together and 1 neglected to 
walk down the aisie and come and sit 
veside him—or something of that kind.

But the New York papers 
have raved as if all were lost in that 
évent, and the silver men have merely 
smiled and pushed their. forces on, 
They know—and we all know —that the 
great dailies of New York are under 
the shadow of Wall stregt and control- 
led by its money bags, and that they 
have the idea that nothing is known 
about finances outside of Wall street 
and its immediate neighborhood.
